Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Brindisi believes that Refouvelet et al. cannot be fairly modified 
by the teachings of either Craig et al. or Taylor et al. as in the previous action mailed 7/8/2004. Mr. Brindisi stated that 
the elements 46 and 47 in figures 1 and 2 of Craig et al. illustrate that the cover is a non-integral structure and thus the 
teachings of Craig et al. cannot be properly used to modify Refouvelet et al., as per the last action. Mr. Brindisi stated 
that the teachings of Taylor et al. which show an integrally formed cover 13 can not be fairly used to modify Refouvelet 
et al., as per the last action, because in Mr. Brindisi's opinion, Taylor et al. solves a different problem and is thus non- 
analogous art. It should be noted that in the action of 7/8/2004, the rejection makes no mention that the cover of Craig 
et al. is an integrally formed element. It was stated in the rejection that both Taylor et al. and Craig et al. teach that it is 
old and well known in the art to substantially surround all of an initiator subassembly except for an exposed portion of a 
connector end with an electrically nonconductive body to form a protective casing. The examiner still believes that the 
rejection of Refouvelet et al. in view of either Craig et al. or Taylor et al. in the action mailed 7/8/2004 remains proper . 
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
